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INTRODUCTION. 


The  object  of  the  present  work  is  clearly  annouucei 
in  its  title.  It  is  to  collect  within  a  small  compass  the 
instructions  of  unerring  wisdom  upon  a  great  variety  of 
subjects  which  relate  to  the  present  and  eternal  interests 
of  men,  and  comprising  the  doctrines  and  duties  of  a 
supernatural  revelation.  A  reference  to  the  list  of 
subjects  which  the  work  contains,  will  show  that  the 
author's  researches  have  been  extensive ;  while  a  com- 
parison of  the  work  with  othera  of  the  same  general 
character  evinces  patient  labour,  and  cannot  fail  to  give 
it  pre-eminence;  While  the  track  pursued  is  not  new, 
it  is  more  thorough,  and  more  easily  followed  than  that 
marked  out  by  any  previous  compiler  known  to  myself 
The  work  contains  not  merely  the  proof  texts  on  the 
subjects  to  which  it  refers;  but,  what  appears  to  toy 
own  mind  one  of  its  exceUences,  the  texts  that  Uluatrate 
these  great  subjects.  The  work  is  truly  an  epitome 
of  the  Bible,  presenting  its  great  truths  in  that  order 
in  which  they  will  be  most  easily  found  by  the  reader. 
Though  the  arrangement  of  the  subjects  is  alphabetical, 
in  the  illustration  of  the  subjects  themselves  the  author 
has  observed  that  connection  between  one  truth  and 
another  which  gives  to  each  its  proper  place.  The  work 
is  an  unpresuming,  yet  dignified  tribute  to  the  word 
of  God,  worthy  the  acceptance  of  the  church,  and  one 
which  every  man  may  prize. 
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TnE  Bible  furnishes  very  ample  materials  for  all  needful 
moral  instruction,  reproof,  and  encouragement.  In  its  own  inim- 
itable language,  it  ^  is  quick,  and  powerful,  and  sharper  than 
any  two-edged  sword — is  a  discemer  of  the  thoughts  and  in- 
tents of  the  heart" — "is  profitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof^ 
for  correction,  for  instruction  in  righteousness :  tliat  the  man  of 
God  may  be  perfect,  thoroughly  furnished  unto  all  good  works. 
But  the  compilation  of  a  convenient  Manual  of  proof  texts  from 
its  pages  has  been  unaccountably  neglected.  The  loose  man- 
ner in  which  Gaston,  and  others,  have  thrown  together  texts  of 
Scripture  for  this  purpose,  has  long  been  a  tax  upon  our  pa- 
tience. The  Scripture  Manual  owes  its  origin  to  a  convic- 
tion of  the  need  of  a  Text-Book,  that  should  assume  a  more 
convenient  order,  bear  more  effectually  against  the  modem  forms 
of  error  and  vice,  and  more  fully  and  fearlessly  declare  "  all  the 
counsel  of  God.*'  The  Editor  is  greatly  obliged  to  the  friends 
of  this  enterprise,  who  have  aided  in  the  preparation  or  circu- 
lation of  the  several  editions  and  revisions  of  the  work.  The 
present  revision  has  been  stereotyped  sooner  than  was  other- 
wise necessaTy,  in  order  to  embrace  the  improvements  and  ad- 
ditions made  during  the  last  five  years.  It  has  over  one  hund- 
red additional  topics,  a  much  more  full  and  perfect  index,  a  triple 
or  quadruple  number  of  references  to  kindred  subjects,  together 
with  no  little  improvement  in  the  relevancy  of  its  proof  texts, 
and  order  of  the  work. 

This  Bible  Manual  of  select  proof  texts  was  cut  from 
the  pages  of  Bibles  in  the  most  common  use,  and  the  Manual 
may  be  depended  upon  as  accurate  Scripture.  The  italic  words 
are  also  preserved.  The  number  of  the  verses  is  given,  that 
the  reader  may  discover  any  omission  made,  of  passages  no^ 
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in  point,  in  any  particular  extract.     Explanatory  words  are  in 
brackets. 

In  selecting  topics,  care  has  been  taken  to  embrace  those 
which  have  a  prominence  in  the  Bible,  and  which  in  all  ages 
have  been  considered  of  primary  importance  in  theological  and 
moral  inquiry.  Such  manifestly  are  those  wiiich  relate  to  the 
perfections,  prerogatives,  designs,  providence,  and  law  of  God — 
the  character,  rights,  and  destiny  of  man  —  the  economy  of 
grace,  or  way  and  terms  of  salvation  through  Christ  —  our 
essential  duties  towards  God  and  each  other,  and  civil  and 
religious  institutions. 

Christian  nations  are  far  more  indebted  to  the  Bible  for  their 
elevation  above  heathenism,  than  is  commonly  believed.  The 
revealed  facts  respecting  God  and  his  designs  and  government — 
the  precepts  of  his  law,  clothed  with  infinite  authority  —  the 
promises  of  his  grace,  and  the  threatenings  of  his  justice,  are 
the  best  safeguards  against  disgraceful  and  ruinous  vices. 

It  is  believed  that  a  convenient  and  faithfiil  compilation  of 
proofs  from  the  Bible,  upon  its  weighty  and  practical  subjects, 
may  prove  one  of  the  most  effective  auxiliaries  to  the  cause  of 
Christian  enterprise.  The  impressions  made  upon  the  public 
mind  in  favor  of  pure  and  undefiled  religion,  by  a  copious  and 
systematic  array  of  proof  texts,  in  a  convenient  and  popular 
form,  must  prove  a  most  powerful  incentive  to  virtue,  and 
restraint  upon  destructive  errors,  sins  and  vices. 

I  now  commit  the  success  of  this  work  to  the  overruling 
providence  of  that  Being  who  has  mercifully  sustained  and 
helped  me  during  its  preparation.  If  it  shall  tend  to  confirm 
the  public  mind  in  revealed  truth,  and  become  a  guard  against 
those  errors  and  vices  which  lead  to  death,  as  is  confidently 
hoped,  the  labor  of  preparing  it  will  not  have  been  in  vain 
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N.  B.  The  figures  in  this  Index,  and  those  in  brackets  at  the  end  of  many  of  Um 
lecdons  in  this  work,  both  refer  to  the  number  of  the  sections,  or  topics,  wliieb,  t» 
avoid  confusion,  is  placed  on  the  top  of  the  pages,  and  correspond  with  those  that  occttf 
npon  the  pages.  The  usual  paging  is  placed  at  the  bottom,  and  will  not  be  used.  Jl 
dash  between  figures,  signifies  inclusire :  for  example,  ^6—6,  includes  the  niunben 
496,  497)  and  498.  An  occasional  figure  in  a  parenthesis,  refers  to  loina  specification 
nnder  the  foregoing  numbers,  which  rarely  occurs:  for  example.  17,(2,)  refers  to 
the  second  specification  under  the  seventeenth  topic,  or  section.  The  reader  will  be 
more  sure  to  find  the  subject  desii^d,  by  looking  fer  the  principal  word  first — by  look' 
ing  for  the  noun  before  the  verb,  and  both  noun  and  rerb  before  the  adJectiTe :  for 
example,  for  Divine  Teaching,  look  for  Teaching,  Divine ;  and  for  Perfections  of  God, 
look  for  God's  Perfections.

5  When  thej  heard  thisj  thej  were  baptized  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesos.

3  Yea,  the  sparrow  hath  found  an  house, 
and  the  swallow  a  nest  for  herself,  where  she  may  lay  her 
young,  even  thine  altars,  O  Lord  of  hosts,  my. King,  and  my 
God.

Ac  15: 5  There  rose  up  certain  of  the  sect  of  the  Pharisees, 
which  believed,  saying.  That  it  was  needful  to  circumcise  them, 
and  to  command  them  to  keep  the  law  of  Moses.  6  And  the 
apostles  and  elders  came  together  for  to  consider  of  this  matter. 
22  Then  pleased  it  the  apostles  and  elders,  with  the  whole 
church,  to  send  chosen  men  of  their  own  company  to  Antioch, 
with  Paul  and  Barnabas ;  namely,  Judas  sumamed  Barsabas, 
and  Silas,  chief  men  among  the  brethren :  23  And  they  wrote 
letters  by  them  after  this  manner ;  The  apostles,  and  elders, 
and  brethren,  send  greeting  unto  the  brethren  which  are  of  the 
Gentiles  in  Antioch,  and  Syria,  and  Cilicia.  24  Forasmuch 
as  we  have  heard,  that  certain  which  went  out  from  us,  have 
troubled  you  witn  words,  subverting  your  souls,  saying,  Te 
must  be  circumcised,  and  keep  the  law ;  to  whom  we  gave  no 
such  commandment:  25  It  seemed  good  unto  us,  being  as- 
sembled with  one  accord,  to  send  chosen  men  unto  you,  with 
our  beloved  Barnabas  and  Paul :  26  Men  that  have  hazarded 
their  lives  for  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  27  We 
have  sent  therefore  Judas  and  Silas  who  shall  also  tell  you  the 
same  things  by  mouth.  28  For  it  seemed  good  to  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  to  us,  to  lay  upon  you  no  greater  burden  than  these 
necessary  things;  29  That  ye  abstain  from  meats  offered 
to  idols,  and  from  blood,  and  from  things  strangled,  and  from 
fornication :  from  which  if  ye  keep  yourselves,  ye  shall  do  well. 
Fare  ye  well. 
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109.  Church  discipi/lne, 

P^.  14h  5  Let  the  righteous  smite  me ;  it  shaU  he  a  kindness 
And  let  liim  reprove  me ;  it  shall  be  an  excellent  oil,  which  shall 
not  break  my  head. 

Mat  18:  15  If  thy  brother  shall  trespass  against  thee,  go 
and  tell  him  his  fault  between  thee  and  him  alone :  if  he  shsdl 
hear  thee,  thou  hast  gained  thy  brother.  16  But  if  he  will  not 
hear  thee,  then  take  with  thee  one  or  two  more,  that  in  the  mouth 
of  two  or  three  witnesses  every  word  may  be  established.  17 
And  if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear  them,  tell  it  onto  the  church : 
but  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  church,  let  him  be  unto  thee  as  a 
heathen  man  and  a  publican. 

1  Cor.  5:  4  In  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  when  ye 
are  gathered  together,  and  my  spirit,  with  the  power  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  5  To  deliver  such  an  one  unto  Satan  for 
the  destruction  of  the  flesh,  that  the  spirit  may  be  saved  in 
the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  9  I  wrote  unto  you  in  an  epistle, 
not  to  company  with  fornicators :  10  Yet  not  altogether  with 
the  fornicators  of  this  world,  or  with  the  covetous,  or  extortion- 
ers, or  with  idolaters :  for  then  must  ye  needs  go  out  of  the 
world.  11  But  now  I  have  written  unto  you  not  to  keep 
company,  if  any  man  that  is  called  a  brother  be  a  fornicator, 
or  covetous,  or  an  idolater,  or  a  railer,  or  a  drunkard,  or  an 
extortioner :  with  such  an  one  no  not  to  eat.  1 2  For  what  have 
I  to  do  to  judge  them  also  that  are  without?  do  not  ye  judge 
them  that  arp  yathin?  13  But  them  that  are  without  Grod 
judgeth.  Therefore  put  away  from  among  yourselves  that 
wicked  person. 

Gal.  6: 1  Brethren,  if  a  man  be  overtaken  in  a  fault,  ye  which 
are  spiritual,  restore  such  an  one  in  the  spirit  of  meekness ; 
considering  thyself,  lest  thou  also  be  tempted. 

2  Th.  3:  6  We  command  you,  brethren,  in  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  withdraw  youreelves  from  every 
brother  that  walketh  disorderly,  and  not  after  the  tradition 
which  he  received  of  us.  14  And  if  any  man  obey  not  our 
word  by  this  epistle,  note  that  man,  and  have  no  company  with 
him,  that  he  may  be  ashamed.  15  Yet  count  him  not  as  an 
enemy,  but  admonish  him  as  a  brother. 

Tit  3:  10  A  man  that  is  an  heretic,  after  the  first  and 
second  admonition,  reject ;  11  Knowing  that  he  that  is  such,  is 
subverted,  and  sinneth,  being  condemned  of  himself. 

Rev.  2:  2  I  know  thy  works,  and  thy  labor,  and  thy  patience, 
and  how  thou  canst  not  bear  them  which  are  evil ;  and  thou 
hast  tried  them  which  say  they  are  apostles,  and  are  not ;  and 
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hast  found  them  liars :     3  And  hast  borne,  and  hast  patience, 
and  for  my  name's  sake  hast  labored,  and  hast  not  fainted.

110.  Directions  for  the  edification  of  churches.

2  S.  1:  26  I  am  distressed  for  thee,  my  brother  Jonathan : 
very  pleasant  hast  thou  been  unto  me :  thy  love  to  me  was 
wonderful,  passing  the  love  of  women. 

Ps.  133:  1  Behold,  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for 
brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity!  2  It  is  like  the  pre- 
cious ointment  upon  the  head,  that  ran  down  upon  the  beard, 
even  Aaron's  beard :  that  went  down  to  the  skirts  of  his  gar- 
ments. 

Is.  52:  8  Thy  watchmen  shall  lift  up  the  voice ;  with  the 
voice  together  shall  they  sing :  for  they  shall  see  eye  to  eye, 
when  the  Lord  shall  bring  again  Zion.

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Blond  there  with  thee.  17  And  I  will  come  down  and  talk 
with  thee  there ;  and  I  will  take  of  the  spirit  which  ts  upon 
thee,  and  will  put  tt  upon  them :  and  they  shall  bear  the  burden 
of  the  people  with  thee,  that  thou  bear  it  not  thyself  alone. 
[Dt.  1:  9—18.] 

Num.  27:  15  Moses  spake  unto  the  Lord,  saying,  16  Let 
the  Lord,  the  Gk>d  of  the  spirits  of  all  flesh,  set  a  man  over 
ths  congregation,  17  Which  may  go  out  before  them,  and 
which  may  go  in  before  them,  and  which  may  lead  them  out, 
and  which  may  bring  them  in ;  that  the  congregation  of  the 
Lord  be  not  as  sheep  which  have  no  shepherd.

Pr.  16:  12  It  is  an.  abomination  to  kings  to  commit  wicked- 
ness :  for  the  throne  is  established  by  righteousness.  —  20:  28 
Mercy  and  truth  preserve  the  king :  and  his  throne  is  upholden 
by  mercy.  —  29:  14  The  king  that  faithfully  judgeth  the  poor, 
his  throne  shall  be  established  for  ever. —  31:  4  It  is  not  for 
kings,  O  Lemuel,  it  is  not  for  kir^s  to  drink  wine ;  nor  for 
princes  strong  drink :  5  Lest  they  drink,  and  forget  the  law, 
and  pervert  the  judgment  of  any  of  the  afflicted.

15  Shalt  thou 
reign,  because  thou  closest  thyself  in  cedar?  did  not  thy  father 
eat  and  drink,  and  do  judgment  and  justice,  and  then  it  was 
well  with  him?

20  And  the  Lord 
rejected  all  the  seed  of  Israel,  and  afflicted  them,  and  delivered 
them  into  the  hand  of  spoilers,  until  he  had  cast  them  out  of  ^ 
his  sight  —  22:  17  Because  they  have  forsaken  me,  and  have 
burned  incense  unto  other  gods,  that  they  might  provoke  me 
to  anger  with  all  the  works  of  their  hands ;  therefore  my 
wrath  shall  be  kindled  against  this  place,  and  shall  not  be 
quenched. 

Ps.  78:  58  They  provoked  him  to  anger  with  their  high 
places,  and  moved  him  to  jealousy  with  their  graven  images. 
59  When  God  heard  this^  he  was  wroth,  and  greatly  abhorred 
Israel. 

Jer.  44:  2  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  Grod  of  Israel ; 
Ye  have  seen  all  the  evil  that  I  have  brought  upon  Jerusalem, 
and  upon  ail  the  cities  of  Judah ;  and  behold,  this  day  they 
are  a  desolation,  and  no  man  dwelleth  therein ;  3  Because  of 
their  wickedness  which  they  have  committed  to  provoke  me  to 
anger,  in  that  they  went  to  bum  incense,  and  to  serve  other 
gods,  whom  they  knew  not,  neither  they,  ye,  nor  your  fathers.

13:  18  Poverty  and  shame  shall  he  to  him  that  refuseth 
instruction :  but  he  that  regardeth  reproof  shall  be  honored.  — 
15: 32  He  that  refuseth  instruction  despiseth  his  own  soul :  but 
he  that  heareth  reproof  getteth  understanding. — 19:  2  Also, 
that  the  soul  he  without  knowledge,  it  is  not  good ;  and  he  that 
hasteth  with  his  feet  sinneth.  « 

Is.  5:  13  My  people  are  gone  into  captivity,  because  they 
have  no  knowledge :  and  their  honorable  men  are  famished,  and 
their  multitude  dried  up  with  thirst.

20:  1  Wine  is  a  mocker,  strong  drink  is  raging :  and 
whosoever  is  deceived  thereby  is  not  wise. — 23: 21  The  drunk- 
ard and  the  glutton  shall  come  to  poverty.  29  Who  hath  wo  ? 
who  hath  sorrow  ?  who  hath  contentions  ?  who  hath  babbling  ? 
who  hath  wounds  without  cause?  who  hath  redness  of'eyes? 
30  They  that  tarry  long  at  the  wine ;  they  that  go  to  seek 
mixed  wine.  34  Yea,  thou  shalt  be  as  he  that  lieth  down  in 
the  midst  of  the  sea,  or  as  he  that  lieth  upon  the  top  of  a  mast

I  will  seek  it  yet  again.

367.  The  liquor  seller  virtuaUy  and  explicitly  condemned. 

Gen.  4:  9  The  Lord  aaid  unto  Cain,  Where  is  Abel  thy 
brother  ?  And  he  said,  I  know  not:  Am  I  my  brother's  keeper  ? 
10  And  he  said.  What  hast  thou  done?  the  voice  of  thy  broth- 
er's blood  crieth  unto  me  from  the  ground.  11  And  now  art 
thoy  cursed  from  the  earth,  which  hath  opened  lier  mouth  to 
receive  thy  brother's  blood  from  thy  hand.

24  And  I  the  Lord  will  be  their  God,  and 
my  servant  David  a  prince  among  them ;  I  the  Lord  have 
spoken  %L  25  And  I  will  miake  with  them  a  covenant  of 
peace,  and  will  cause  the  evil  beasts  to  cease  out  of  the  land : 
and  they  shall  dwell  safely  in  the  wilderness,  and  sleep  in  the 
woods.  26  And  I  will  make  them  and  the  places  ft>und  about 
my  lull  a  blessing ;  and  I  will  cause  the  shower  to  come  down 
in  his  season ;  there  shall  be  showers  of  blessing.  27  And 
the  tree  of  the  field  shall  yield  her  fruit,  and  the  earth  shall 
yield  her  increase,  and  they  shall  be  safe  in  their  land,  and 
shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  when  I  have  broken  the  bands 
of  their  yoke,  and  delivered  them  out  of  the  hand  of  those 
that  served  themselves  of  them.  28  And  they  shall  no  more 
be  a  prey  to  the  heathen,  neither  shall  the  beasts  of  the  land 
devour  them ;  but  they  shall  dwell  safely,  and  none  shall  make 
them  afraid.  29  And  I  will  raise  up  for  them  a  plant  of  re- 
nown, and  they  shall  be  no  more  consumed  with  hunger  in  the 
land,  neither  bear  the  diame  of  the  heathen  any  more. — 
36:  1  Also,  thou  son  of  man,  prophesy  unto  the  mountains 
of  Israel,  and  say,  Ye  mountains  of  Israel,  hear  the  word  of 
the  Lord  :  2  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Because  the  enemy 
hath  said  against  you.  Aha,  even  the  ancient  high  places  are 
ours  in  possession :  3  Therefore, prophesy  and  say.  Thus  saith 
the  Lord  God  ;  Because  they  have  made,  you  desolate,  and 
swallowed  you  up  on  every  side,  that  ye  might  be  a  possession 
unto  the  residue  of  the  heathen,  and  ye  are  taken  up  in  the 
lips  of  talkers,  and  are  an  infamy  of  the  people  :  4  Therefore, 
ye  mountains  of  Israel,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord  God  ;  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God  to  the  mountains,  and  to  the  hills,  to  the 
rivers,  and  to  the  valleys,  to  the  desolate  wastes,  and  to  the 
cities  that  are  forsaken,  which  became  a  prey  and  derision  to 
the  residue  of  the  heathen  thM  are  round  about ;  5  Therefore 
thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Su^ptly  in  the  fire  of  my  jealousy 
have  I  spoken  against  the  residue  of  the  heathen,  and  against 
all  Idumea,  which  have  appointed  my  land  into  their  posses- 
eion  with  the  joy  of  all  their  heart,  with  despiteful  minds,  to 
caat  it  out  for  a  prey.  6  Prophesy  therefore  concerning  the

—  39: 24  According  to  their  uncleanness  and  accord- 
ing to  their  transgressions  have  I  done  unto  them,  and  hid  my 
face  from  them.  25  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ; 
Now  will  I  bring  again  the  captivity  of  Jacob,  and  have  mercy 
upon  the  whole  house  of  Israel,  and  will  be  jealous  for  my 
holy  name ;  28  Then  shall  they  know  that  I  am  the  Lord 
their  God,  which  caused  them  to  be  led  into  captivity  among 
the  heathen :  but  I  have  gathered  them  unto  their  own  land, 
and  have  left  none  ot  them  any  more  there.

3  And  |n  that  day  will  I  make 
Jerusalem  a  burdensome  stone  for  all  people :  all  that  burden 
themselves  with  it  shall  be  cut  in  pieces,  though  all  the  people 
of  the  earth  be  gathered  together  against  it  6  In  that  day 
will  I  make  the  governors  of  Judah  like  a  hearth  of  fire  among 
the  wood,  and  like  a  torch  of  fire  in  a  sheaf;  and  they  shall 
devour  all  the  people  round  about,  on  the  right  hand  and  on 
the  left :  and  Jerusalem  shall  be  inhabited  again  in  her  own 
plac6,  even  in  Jerusalem.  9  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that 
day,  that  I  will  seek  to  destroy  all  the  nations  that  come  against 
Jerusalem.  — 13:  8  It  shall  come  to  pass,  that  in  all  the  land, 
saith  the  Lord,  two  parts  therein  shall  be  cut  off  and  die ;  but 
the  third  shall  be  left  therein.  9  And  I  will  bring  the  third 
part  through  the  fire,  and  will  refine  them  as  silver  is  refined, 
and  will  try  them  as  gold  is  tried:  they  shall  call  on  my  name,  and 
I  will  hear  them:  I  will  say,  It  is  my  people ;  and  they  shall 
say.

30:  7— 11.1  — fSce  86, 
87,  486,  566,  630.] 

382.  Convenitm  of  the  Jem. 

%.  27:  7  Hath  he  smitten  him,  as  he  smote  those  that  smote 
him  ?  or  is  he  slain  according  to  the  'slanghter  of  them  that  are 
»1ain  by  him?  9  By  this  therefore  shall  the  iniqmtj  of  Jacob 
he  purged ;  and  this  is  all  the  finit  to  take  away  his  sin ;  when 
he  maketh  all  the  stmies  of  the  altar  as  chalk-stones  that  are 
beaten  in  sonder,  the  groTCS  and  images  shall  not  stand  up. 

Jer.  31: 1  At  the  same  time,  saith  the  Lord,  will  I  be  the

23  And  I  will  sanctify  my  great 
name,  which  was  profaned  among  the  heathen,  which  ye  have 
profaned  in  the  midst  of  them ;  and  the  heathen  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  Lobd,  saith  the  Lord  God,  when  I  shall  be 
sanctified  in  you  before  their  eyes.

Ac  17:  31  He  hath  appointed  a  day,  in  the  which  he  will 
judge  the  world  in  righteousness,  by  that  man  whom  he  hath 
ordained :  whereof  he  hath  given  assurance  unto  all  men,  in 
that  he  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead. — 24:  25  As  he  reasoned 
of  righteousness,  temperance,  and  judgment  to  come,  Felix 
trembled. 

Rom.  14:  10  Why  dost  thou  judge  thy  brother?  or  why  dost 
thou  set  at  nought  thy  brother  ?  for  we  shall  all  stand  before 
the  judgment-seat  of  Christ  12  So  then  every  one  of  us 
shall  give  account  of  himself  to  God. 

2  Qov,  5:  10  We  must  all  appear  before  the  judgment-seat 
of  Christ ;  tliat  every  one  may  receive  the  things  done  in  his 
body,  according  to  that  he  hath  done,  whether  it  he  good  or  bad. 

2  Tim.  4:  1  I  charge  thee  therefore  before  God,  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  shall  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead  at 
his  appearing  and  his  kingdom. 

Ileb.  9:  27  It  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die,  but  after 
this  the  judgment 
2  Pet  3:  7  The  heavens  and  tte  earth,  which  are  now,  by 
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the  siune  word  are  kept  in  store,  reserved  unto  fire  against  the 
day  of  judgment  and  perdition  of  ungodly  men. 

Jude  6  The  angels  which  kept  not  their  first  estate,  hut  left 
their  own  habitation,  he  hath  reserved  in  everlasting  chauis 
under  darkness  unto  the  judgment  of  the  great  day. 

Itev.  20:  12  I  saw  the  dead,  small  and  great,  stand  before 
God:  and  the  books  were  opened:  and  another  book  was 
opened,  which  is  the  hook  of  life :  and  the  dead  were  judged 
out  of  those  things  which  were  written  in  the  books,  according 
to  their  works.  13  And  the  sea  gave  up  the  dead  which  were 
in  it ;  and  death  and  hell  delivered  up  the  dead  which  were 
in  them :  and  they  were  judged  every  man  according  to  their 
works. 

384.  Design  of  the  general  judgment, 

Kom.  2:  5  After  thy  hardness  and  impenitent  heart,  treas- 
urest  up  unto  thyself  wrath  against  the  day  of  wrath,  and  rev- 
elation of  the  righteous  judgment  of  God. 

Jude  14  Enoch  also,  the  seventh  from  Adam,  prophesied 
of  these,  sajring.  Behold,  the  Lord  cometh  with  ten  thousand 
of  his  saints,  15  To  execute  judgment  upon  all,  and  to  con- 
vince all  that  are  ungodly  among  them  of  all  their  ungodly 
deeds  which  they  have  ungodly  committed,  and  of  all  their 
hard  speeches  which  ungodly  sinners  have  spoken  against  him. 

385.  TJie  Judgment  day  will  come  suddenly  and  unexpectedly. 

Mat.  24:  37  As  the  days  of  Noe  were,  so  shall  also  the  com- 
ing of  the  Son  of  man  be.  38  For  as  in  the  days  that  were 
before  the  fiood,  they  were  eating  and  drinking,  marrying  and' 
giving  in  marriage,  until  the  day  that  Noe  entered  into  the  ark, 
39  And  knew  not  until  the  fiood  came^  and  took  them  all 
away:  so  shall  also  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man  be. — 
25:  13  Watch  therefore,  for  ye  know  neither  the  day  nor  the 
hour  wherein  the  Son  of  man  oometh. 

]VIk.  13:  32  Of  that  day  and  that  hour  knoweth  no  man,  no, 
not  the  angels  which  are  in  heaven,  neither  the  Son,  but  the 
Father.  33  Take  ye  heed,  watch  and  pray:  for  ye  know  not 
when  the  time  is.  35  Watch  ye  therefore :  for  ye  know  not 
when  the  master  of  the  house  cometh,  at  even,  or  at  midnight, 
or  at  the  cock-crowing,  or  in  the  morning :  36  Lest  coming 
suddenly,  he  find  you  sleeping. 

Lk.  17:  24  As  the  lightning  that  lighteneth  out  of  the  one 
part  under  heaven,  shineth  unto  the  other  part  under  heaven ;

^^ether  first  the  tares,  and  bind  them  in  bundles  to  bum  them: 

but  gather  the  wheat  into  my  bam. — 22: 11  When  the  king 

came  m  to  see  the  guests,  lie  saw  t^ieie  a  isi^  ^^hich  had  not 
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on  a  wedding-garment :  12  And  he  saith  unto  him,  Friend, 
how  camest  thou  in  hither,  not  having  a  wedding-garment 
And  he  was  speechless.  13  Then  said  the  king  to  the  servants, 
Bind  him  hand  and  foot,  and  take  him  away,  and  cast  Mm  into

12:  36  I  say  unto  you,  That  every  idle  word  that 
men  shall  speak,  they  shall  give  account  thereof  in  the  day 
of  judgment.

—  6:  20  O  Timothy,  keep 
that  which  is  committed  to  thy  trust,  avoiding  proiane  and 
vain  babblings,  and  oppositions  of  science  falsely  so  called : 
21  Which  some  professing,  have  erred  concerning  the  faith. 

2  Tim.  1:  13  Hold  fast  the  form  of  sound  words,  which  thou 
hast  heard  of  me,  in  faith  and  love  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. — 
2:  3  Thou  therefore  endure  hardness,  as  a  good  soldier  of 
Jesus  Christ.  4  No  man  that  warreth  entangleth  himself  with 
the  affairs  of  this  life ;  that  he  may  please  him  who  hath  chosen 
him  to  be  a  soldier.  22  Flee  also  youthful  lusts  :  but  follow 
righteousness,  faith,  charity,  peace,  with  them  that  call  on  the 
Lord  out  of  a  pure  heart.  23  But  foolish  and  unlearned 
questions  avoid,  knowing  that  they  do  gender  strifes.

who  hath  called  you  unto  his  kingdom  and  glory.  [1  Th.

8  When  I  say  unto  the 
wicked,  O  wicked  man,  thou  shalt  surely  die;  if  thou  dost  not 
speak  to  warn  the  wicked  from  his  way,  that  wicked  man  shall 
die  in  his  iniquity ;  but  his  blood  will  I  require  at  thine  hand. 
9  Nevertheless,  of  thou  warn  the  wicked  of  his  way  to  turn 
from  it ;  if  he  do  not  turn  from  his  way,  he  shall  die  in  his . 
iniquity;  but  thou  hast  delivered  thy  soul.  [Ezk.  3:  17,  19.] 
—  34:  8  -4s  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  surely  because  my  flock 
became  a  prey,  and  my  flock  became  meat  to  every  beast 
of  the  field,  because  there  was  no  shepherd,  neither  did  my 
shepherds  search  for  my  flock,  but  the  shepherds  fed  them- 
selves, and  fed  not  my  flock ;  9  Therefore,  O  ye  shepherds, 
hear  tiie  word  of  the  JiORD  ;  10  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ; 
Behold,  I  am  against  the  shepherds  ;  and  I  will  require  my 
flock  at  their  hand,  and  cause  them  to  cease  from  feeding  the 
flock,  neither  shall  the  shepherds  feed  themselves  any  more ; 
for  I  will  deliver  my  flock  from  their  mouth,  that  they  may  not 
be  meat  for  them.

11  Therefore  now  flee  thou  to  thy 
place :  I  thought  to  promote  thee  unto  great  honor ;  but  lo,  the 
Lord  hath  kept  thee  back  from  honor. 
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2.  To  avoid  the  frowns  of  the  influential. 

Am.  7:  12  Amaziah  said  unto  Amos,  O  thou  seer,  go  flee 
thee  away  into  the  land  of  Judah,  and  there  eat  bread,  and 
prophesy  there :  13  But  prophesy  not  again  any  more  at 
Bethel :  for  it  is  the  king's  chapel,  and  it  is  the  king's  court. 

Ac.  4:  18  And  they  called  them,  and  commanded  them  not 
to  speak  at  all,  nor  teach  in  the  name  of  Jesus. 

3.  To  conceal  the  true  God. 

Is.  30:  9  This  is  a  rebellious  people,  lying  children,  children 
that  will  not  hear  the  law  of  the  Lord  :  10  Which  say  to 
the  seers,  See  not ;  and  to  the  prophets.  Prophesy  not  unto  us 
right  things,  speak  unto  us  smooth  things,  prophesy  deceits:  11 
Get  ye  out  of  the  way,  turn  aside  out  of  the  path,  cause  the 
Holy  One  of  Israel  to  cease  from  before  us.

12  But  ye  gave  the  Nazarites 
wine  to  drink ;  and  commanded  the  prophets,  saying,  Prophesy 
not.

33:  30  Also,  thou  son  of  man,  the  children  of  thy  peo- 
ple still  are  talking  against  thee  by  the  walls  and  in  the  doors 
of  the  houses. 

Mat.  10:  16  Behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  sheep  in  the  midst 
of  wolves :  be  ye  therefore  wise  as  serpents,  and  harmless  as 
doves.  17  But  beware  of  men :  for  they  will  deliver  you  up 
to  the  councils,  and  they  will  scourge  you  in  their  synagogues. 
18  And  ye  shall  be  brought  before  governors  and  kings  for 
my  sake,  for  a  testimony  against  them  and  the  Gentiles.  22

Behold,  I  send  unto  you  prophets,  and  wise  men,  and  scribes ; 
and  some  of  them  ye  shall  kill  and  crucify,  and  some  of  them 
shall  ye  scourge  in  your  synagogues,  and  persecute  them  from 
city  to  city. 

Jn.l6:  33  These  things  I  have  spoken  unto  you,  that  in  me 
ye  might  have  peace.  In  the  world  ye  shall  have  tribulation, 
but  be  of  good  cheer:  I  have  overcome  the  world. — 17: 14  I 
have  given  them  thy  word ;  and  the  world  hath  hated  them, 
because  they  are  not  of  the  world,  even  as  I  am  not  of  the 
world. 

Ac.  5:  40  To  him  they  agreed :  and  when  they  had  called 
the  apostles,  and- beaten  them,  they  commanded  that  they  should 
not  speak  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  and  let  them  go.  41  And 
they  departed  from  the  presence  of  the  council,  rejoicing  that 
they  were  counted  worthy  to  suffer  shame  for  his  name. 

7:  52  Which  of  the  prophets  have  not  your  fathers  per- 
secuted ?  and  they  have  slain  them  which  shewed  before  of 
the  coming  of  the  Just  One ;  of  whom  ye  have  been  now  Ihe 
betrayers  and  murderers. — 9:  15  The  Lord  said  unto  him. 
Go  thy  way :  for  he  is  a  chosen  vessel  unto  me,  to  bear  my 
name  before  the  Gentiles,  and  kings,  and  the  children  of  Israel. 
16  For  I  will  show  him  how  great  things  he  must  suffer  for 
my  name's  sake. — 20: 23  Save  that  the  Holy  Ghost  witnesseth 
in  every  city,  sa3ring,  that  bonds  and  afflictions  abide  me.

and  salvation.     7  And  our  hope  of  you  is  steadfast,  knowing 
that  as  ye  are  partakers  of  the  sufferings,  so  shaU  ye  be  also  of 
the  consolation.

4  For  verily,  when  we  were  with  you,  we  told  you  before  that 
we  should  suffer  tribulation ;  even  as  it  came  to  pass,  and  ye 
Anow. 
2  Tim.  2:  3   Thou  therefore  endure  hardness,  as  a  good 
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soldier  of  Jesus  Christ.  9  Wherein  I  suffer  trouble,  as  an 
evil-doer,  even  unto  bonds ;  but  the  word  of  God  is  not  bound. 
— 3:  11  Persecutions,  afflictions,  which  came  unto  me  at  An- 
tioch,  at  Iconium,  at  Lystra,  what  persecutions  I  endured :  but 
out  of  them  all  the  Lord  delivered  me.  12  Yea,  and  all  that 
will  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus  shall  suffer  persecution.

Jer.  23:  22  If  they  had  stood  in  my  counsel,  and  had 
caused  my  people  to  hear  my  words,  then  they  should  have 
turned  them  from  their  evil  way,  and  from  the  evil  of  their 
doings. 

Dan.  12:  3  They  that  be  wise,  shall  shine  as  the  brightness 
of  the  firmament ;  and  they  that  turn  many  to  righteousness, 
as  the  stars  for  ever  and  ever.

483   Modesty  in  good  works. 

Mat.  6:  1  Take  heed  that  ye  do  not  your  alms  before  men, 
to  be  seen  of  them :  otherwise  ye  have  no  reward  of  your 
Father  which  is  in  heaven.  2  Therefore,  when  thou  doest 
thine  alms,  do  not  sound  a  trumpet  before  thee,  as  the  hypo- 
crites do,  in  the  synagogues,  and  in  the  streets,  that  they  may 
have  glory  of  men.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  They  have  their 
reward.  3  But  when  thou  doest  alms,  let  not  thy  left  hani 
know  what  thy  right  hand  doeth ;  4  That  thine  alms  may  be 
in  secret :  and  thy  Father  which  seeth  in  secret,  himself  shall 
reward  thee  opeidy.     [See  703.]

484.  National  organizations  appointed. 

Gen.  21:  13  Of  the  son  of  the  bond- woman  will  I  make  a 
nation,  because  he  is  thy  seed. 

Dt.  32:  8  When  the  Most  High  divided  to  the  nations  their 
inheritance,  when  he  separated  the  sons  of  Adam,  he  set  the 
bounds  of  the  people  according  to  the  number  of  the  children 
of  Israel. 

485.  National  promises  and  favors  to  the  obedient. 

Ex.  19:  5  If  ye  will  obey  my  voice  indeed,  and  keep  my 
covenant,  then  ye  shall  be  a  peculiar  treasure  unto  me  above 
all  people :  for  all  the  earth  is  mine :  6  And  ye  shall  be  unto 
me  a  kingdom  of  priests,  and  an  holy  nation. 

Lev.  26:  3  1!^  JQ  walk  in  my  statutes  and  keep  my  com- 
mandments, and  do  them ;  4  Then  I  will  give  you  rain  in  due 
season,  and  the  land  shall  yield  her  increase,  and  the  trees  of 
the  field  shall  yield  their  fruit :  6  And  I  wiU  give  peace  in 
the  land,  and  ye  shall  lie  down,  and  noi*e  shall  make  jro^ 
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afraid :  jond  I  will  rid  evil  beasts  out  of  the  land,  neither  shall 
the  sword  go  through  your  land.  7  And  ye  shall  chase  your 
enemies,  and  they  shall  fall  before  you  by  the  sword.  8  And 
five  of  you  shall  chase  an  hundred,  and  an  hundred  of  you 
shall  put  ten  thousand  to  flight :  and  your  enemies  shall  fall 
before  you  by  the  sword.  9  For  I  will  have  respect  unto  you, 
and  make^you  fruitful,  and  multiply  you,  and  establish  my 
covenant  with  you.  10  And  ye  shall  eat  old  store,  and  bring 
forth  the  old  because  of  the  new.  11  And  I  will  set  my  taber- 
nacle among  you :  and  my  soul  shall  not  abhor  you.  12  And 
I  will  walk  among  you,  and  will  be  your  God,  and  ye  shall  be 
my  people. 

Dt.  4:  5  Behold,  I  have  taught  you  statutes,  and  judgments, 
even  as  the  Lord  my  God  conmianded  me,  that  ye  should  do 
so  in  the  land  whither  ye  go  to  possess  it.  6  Keep  therefore 
and  do  them :  for  this  is  your  wisdom  and  your  understanding, 
in  the  sight  of  the  nations,  which  shall  hear  all  these  statutes, 
and  say.  Surely  this  great  nation  is  a  wise  and  understanding 
people.  40  Thou  shalt  keep  therefore  his  statutes  and  his  com- 
mandments which  I  command  thee  this  day,  that  it  may  go 
well  with  thee,  and  with  thy  children  after  thee,  and  that  thou 
mayest  prolong  thy  days  upon  the  earth,  which  the  Lord  thy 
•  God  giveth  thee,  for  ever.  —  28:  1  It  shall  come  to  pass,  if 
thou  shalt  hearken  diligently  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy 
God,  to  observe  and  to  do  all  his  commandments  which  I  com- 
mand thee  this  day :  that  the  Lord  thy  God  wili  set  thee  on 
high  above  all  nations  of  the  earth:  2  And  all  these  blessings 
shall  come  on  thee,  and  overtake  thee,  if  thou  shalt  hearken 
unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God.  3  Blessed  shalt  thou  be 
in  the  city,  and  blessed  shalt  thou  be  in  the  field.  4  Blessed 
shall  be  the  fruit  of  thy  body,  and  the  fruit  of  thy  ground, 
and  the  fruit  of  thy  cattle,  the  increase  of  thy  kine,  and  the 
flocks  of  thy  sheep.  5  Blessed  shall  be  thy  basket  and  thy 
store.  6  Blessed  shalt  thou  be  when  thou  comest  in,  and 
blessed  shalt  thou  be  when  thou  goest  out.  7  The  Lord  shall 
cause  thine  enemies  that  rise  up  against  thee  to  be  smitten 
before  thy  face:  they  shall  come  out  against  thee  one  way, 
and  flee  before  thee  seven  ways.  8  The  Lord  shall  command 
the  blessing  upon  thee  in  thy  store-houses,  and  in  all  that  thou 
settest  thine  hand  unto :  and  he  shall  bless  thee  in  the  land 
which  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee.  9  The  Lord  shall 
establish  thee  a  holy  people  unto  himself,  as  he  hath  sworn  unto 
thee,  if  thou  shalt  keep  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  thy 
God,  and  walk  in  his  ways.  10  And  all  people  of  the  earth 
shall  see  that  thou  art  called  by  the  name  of  the  Lord  ;  and 
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tbej  shall  be  afraid  of  thee.  11  And  the  Lord  shall  make 
thee  plenteouj  in  goods,  in  the  fruit  of  thy  body,  and  in  the 
fruit  of  thy  cattle,  and  in  the  fruit  of  thy  ground,  in  the  land 
which  the  Lord  sware  unto  thy  fathers  to  give  thee.  12  The 
Lord  shall  open  unto  thee  his  good  treasure,  the  heaven  to 
give  the  rain  unto  thy  land  in  liis  season,  and  to  bless  all  the 
work  of  thine  hand :  and  thou  shalt  lend  unto  many  nations, 
and  thou  shalt  not  borrow.  13  And  the  Lord  shall  make  thee 
the  head,  and  not  the  tail ;  and  thou  shalt  be  above  only,  and 
thou  shalt  not  be  beneath ;  if  that  thou  hearken  unto  the  com- 
mandments of  the  Lord  thy  God,  which  I  command  thee  this 
day,  to  observe  and  to  do  them, 

Ps.  81:  13  Oh  that  my  people  had  hearkened  unto  me,  and 
Israel  had  walked  in  my  ways !  14  1  should  soon  have  sub- 
dued their  enemies,  and  turned  my  hand  against  their  adversa- 
ries. 15  The  haters  of  the  Lord  should  have  submitted  them- 
selve-  unto  him :  but  their  time  should  have  endured  for  ever. 
1 6  He  should  have  fed  them  also  with  the  finest  of  the  wheat : 
and  with  honey  out  of  the  rock  should  I  have  satisfied  thee. 
[Lev.  26:  3—12.     Dt.  4:  5,  6,  40,  and  28:  1—13.]

486.  National  threats  and  calamities  for  disobedience. 

Lev.  26:  14  If  ye  will  not  hearken  unto  me,  and  will  not  do 
all  these  commandments ;  15  And  if  ye  shall  despise  my 
statutes,  or  if  your  soul  abhor  my  judgments,  so  that  ye  will 
not  do  all  my  commandments,  hut  that  ye  break  my  covenant: 
16  1  also  will  do  this  unto  you,  I  will  even  appoint  over  you 
terror,  consumption,  and  the  burning  ague,  that  shall  consume 
the  eyes,  and  cause  sorrow  of  heart :  and  ye  shall  sow  your 
seed  in  vain ;  for  your  enemies  shall  eat  it.  17  And  I  wiU 
set  my  face  against  you,  and  ye  shall  be  slain  before  your  ene- 
mies :  they  that  hate  you  shall  reign  over  you,  and  ye  shall 
flee  when  none  pursueth  you.  18  And  if  ye  will  not  yet  foi 
all  this  hearken  unto  me,  then  I  will  punish  you  seven  times 
more  for  your  sins.  19  And  I  will  break  the  pride  of  your 
power ;  and  I  will  make  your  heaven  as  iron,  and  your  earth 
as  brass :  20  And  your  strength  shall  be  spent  in  vain :  for 
your  land  shall  not  yield  her  increase,  neither  shall  the  trees 
of  the  land  yield  their  fruits.  21  And  if  ye  walk  contrary 
unto  me,  and  will  not  hearken  unto  me,  I  will  bring  seven 
times  more  plagues  upon  you,  according  to  your  sins.  22  1 
will  also  send  wild  beasts  among  you,  which  shall  rob  you  of 
your  children,  and  destroy  your  cattle,  and  make  you  few  in 
Dumber,  and  yaur  A?V//i-wayB  shall  be  desolate.  23  And  if  yp 
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will  not  be  reformed  by  me  by  these  things,  but  will  walk  con- 
trary unto  me ;  24  Then  wUl  I  also  walk  contrary  unto  you, 
and  will  punish  you  yet  seven  times  for  your  sins.  25  And  I 
will  bring  a  sword  upon  you,  that  shall  avenge  the  quarrel  of 
my  covenant :  and  when  ye  are  gathered  together  within  your 
cities,  I  will  send  the  pesdlence  among  you  ;  and  ye  shall  be 
deUvered  into  the  hand  of  the  enemy.  26  And  when  I  have 
broken  the  staff  of  your  bread,  ten  women  shall  bake  your 
Dread  in  one  oven,  and  they  shall  deliver  you  your  bread  again 
by  weight :  and  ye  shall  eat,  and  not  be  satisfied.  27  And  if 
ye  will  not  for  all  this  hearken  unto  me,  but  walk  contrary 
to  me :  28  Then  I  will  walk  contrary  unto  you  also  in  fury  ; 
and  I,  even  I,  will  chastise  you  seven  times  for  your  sins.  29 
And  ye  shall  eat  the  flesh  of  your  sons,  and  the  flesh  of  your 
daughters  shall  ye  eat.  30  And  I  will  destroy  your  high 
places,  and  cut  down  your  images,  and  cast  your  carcasses 
upon  the  carcasses  of  your  idols,  and  my  soul  shall  abhor  you. 
31  And  I  will  make  your  cities  waste,  and  bring  your  sanc- 
tuaries unto  desolation,  and  I  will  not  smell  the  savor  of  your 
sweet  odors.  32  And  I  will  bring  the  land  into  desolation : 
and  your  enemies  which  dwell  therein  shall  be  astonished  at 
it.  33  And  I  will  scatter  you  among  the  heathen,  and  will 
draw  out  a  sword  after  you :  and  your  land  shall  be  desolate, 
and  your  cities  waste.  34  Then  shall  the  land  enjoy  her  sab- 
Daths,  a!i  long  as  it  lieth  desolate,  and  ye  he  in  your  enemies" 
land :  evzn  then  shall  the  land  rest,  and  enjoy  her  sabbaths. 
35  As  lon/^  as  it  lieth  desolate  it  shall  rest ;  because  it  did  not 
rest  in  yror  sabbaths,  when  ye  dwelt  upon  it.  36  And  upon 
them  that  are  left  alive  of  you,  I  will  send  a  faintness  into 
their  hearts  in  the  lands  of  their  enemies  ;  and  the  sound  of  a 
shaken  leaf  shall  chase  them ;  and  they  shall  flee,  as  fleeing 
^om  a  sword ;  and  they  shall  fall  when  none  pursueth.  37 
A.nd  they  shall  fall  one  upon  another,  as  it  were  before  a 
iword,  when  none  pursueth :  and  ye  shall  have  no  power  to 
stand  before  your  enemies.  38  And  ye  shall  perish  among 
the  heathen,  and  the  land  of  your  enemies  shall  eat  you  up. 
39  And  they  that  are  left  of  you  shall  pine  away  in  their  ini- 
quity in  your  enemies'  lands;  and  also  in  the  iniquities  of  their 
fathers  shall  they  pine  away  with  them. 

Dt  4:  25  When  thou  shalt  beget  children,  and  children's 
children,  and  ye  shall  have  remained  long  in  the  land,  and 
shall  corrupt  yourselves,  and  make  a  graven  image,  or  the  like- 
ness of  any  iJiing,  and  shall  do  evil  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord 
thy  God,  to  provoke  him  to  anger,  26  I  call  heaven  and  earth 
to  witness  against  you  this  day,  that  ye  shall  soon  utterly  i^er* 
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ish  from  off  the  land  whereunto  ye  go  over  Jordan  to  possess 
it :  ye  shall  not  prolong  your  days  upon  it,  but  shall  utterly  be 
destroyed.  27  And  the  Lord  shall  scatter  you  among  the 
nations,  and  ye  shall  be  left  few  in  number  among  the  heathen, 
whither  the  Lord  shall  lead  you.  —  28: 15  It  shall  come  to 
pass,  if  thou  wilt  not  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy 
Grod,  to  observe  to  do  all  his  commandments  and  his  statutes 
which  I  command  thee  this  day ;  that  all  these  curses  shall 
come  upon  thee:  16  Cursed  skaU  thou  be  in  the  city,  and 
cursed  shaU  thou  be  in  the  field.  17  Cursed  shall  be  thy  bas- 
ket and  thy  store.  18  Cursed  shall  be  the  fruit  of  thy  body, 
and  the  fruit  of  thy  land,  the  increase  of  thy  kine,  and  the 
flocks  of  thy  sheep.  19  Cursed  «AaZ^  thou  be  when  thou  comest 
in,  and  cursed  shaU  thou  be  when  thou  goest  out.  20  The 
Lord  shall  send  upon  thee  cursing,  vexation,  and  rebuke,  in 
all  that  thou  settest  thine  hand  unto  for  to  do,  until  thou  be  de- 
stroyed, and  until  thou  perish  quickly :  because  of  the  wicked- 
ness of  thy  doings  whereby  thou  hast  forsaken  me.  21  The 
Lord  shall  make  the  pestilence  cleave  unto  thee,  until  he  have 
consumed  thee  from  off  the  land,  whither  thou  goest  to  possess 
it.  22  The  Lord  shall  smite  thee  with  a  consumption, 
and  with  a  fever,  and  with  an  inflanmiation,  and  with 
an  extreme  burning,  and  with  the  sword,  and  with  blast- 
ing, and  with  mildew :  and  they  shall  pursue .  thee  until 
thou  perish.  23  And  thy  heaven  that  is  over  thy  head  shall 
be  brass,  and  the  earth  that  is  unde^  thee  shciU  be  iron.  24 
The  Lord  shall  make  the  rain  of  thy  land  powder  and  dust: 
from  heaven  shall  it  come  down  upon  thee,  until  thou  be  de- 
stroyed. 25  The  Lord  shall  cause  thee  to  be  smitten  before 
thine  enemies :  thou  shalt  go  out  one  way  against  them>  and 
flee  seven  ways  before  them;  and  shalt  be  removed  into 
all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth.  133  The  fruit  of  thy  land,  and 
all  thy  labors,  shall  a  nation  which  thou  knowest  not  eat  up : 
and  thou  shalt  be  only  oppressed  and  crushed  alway.  37  And  thou 
shalt  become  an  astonishment,  a  proverb,  and  a  by-word,  among 
all  nations  whither  the  Lord  shall  lead  thee.  38  Thou  shalt  car- 
ry  much  seed  out  into  the  field,  and  shalt  gather  but  little  in  s 
for  the  locust  shall  consume  it.  39  Thou  shalt  plant  vineyards 
and  dress  them,  but  shalt  neither  drink  of  the  wine,  nor  gather 
the  grapes :  for  the  worms  shall  eat  them.  40  Thou  shalt  have 
olive-trees  throughout  all  thy  coasts,  but  thou  shalt  not  anoii  t 
thyself  with  the  oil ;  for  thine  olive  shall  cast  his  fruit,  A\ 
Thou  shalt  beget  sons  and  daughters,  but  thou  shalt  not  enjoy 
tbem :  for  they  shall  go  into  captivity.  42  All  thy  trees  and 
^it  of  thy  land  shall  the  locusts  consume.  43  The  stranger 
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t\  \t  ts  within  thee  shall  get  up  above  thee  very  high ;  and  thou 
Shalt  come  down  very  low.  44  He  shall  lend  to  thee,  and 
thou  shalt  not  lend  to  him :  he  shall  be  the  head,  and  thou  shalt 
be  the  tail.  45  Moreover,  all  these  curses  shall  come  upon 
thee,  and  shall  pursue  thee,  and  overtake  thee,  till  thou  be  de* 
stroyed :  because  thou  hearkenedst  not  unto  the  voice  of  the 
Lord  thy  God,  to  keep  his  commandments  and  his  statutes 
which  he  commanded  thee.  46  And  they  shall  be  upon  thee 
for  a  sign  and  for  a  wonder,  and  upon  thy  seed  for  ever.  47 
Becaube  thou  servedstnot  the  Lord  thy  God  with  joyfulness  and 
with  glaaness  of  heart,  for  the  abundance  of  all  things ;  48 
Therefore  shalt  thou  serve  thine  enemies  which  the  Lord  shall 
send  agamst  thee,  in  hunger,  and  in  thirst,  and  in  nakedness, 
and  in  want  of  all  things:  and  he  shall  put  a  yoke  of  iron  upon 
thy  neck,  until  he  have  destroyed  thee.  58  If  thou  wilt  not 
observe  to  do  ail  the  words  of  this  law  that  are  written  in  this 
book,  that  thou  mayest  fear  this  glorious  and  fearful  name, 
THE  LORD  THY  GOD;  59  Then  the  Lord  wiU  make 
thy  plagues  womferful,  and  the  plagues  of  thy  seed,  even  great 
plagues,  and  of  i^jng  continuance,  and  sore  sicknesses,  and  of 
long  continuance.  62  And  ye  shall  be  left  few  in  number 
whereas  ye  were  ^  the  stars  of  heaven  for  multitude ;  because 
thou  woiddest  not  obey  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God.  63 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  as  the  Lord  rejoiced  over  you 
to  do  you  good,  ana  to  multiply  you  ;  so  the  Lord  will  rejoice 
over  you  to  destroy  you  and  to  bring  you  to  nought ;  and  yo 
shall  be  plucked  from  off  the  land  whither  thou  goest  to  possess 
it.  66  And  thy  life  shall  hang  in  doubt  before  thee  :  and  thou 
shalt  fear  day  and  night,  and  shalt  have  none  assurance  of  thy 
life :  67  In  the  morning  thou  shalt  say.  Would  God  it  were 
even !  and  at  even  thou  shalt  say,  Would  God  it  were  morn- 
ing !  for  the  fear  of  thine  heart  wherewith  thou  shalt  fear,  and 
for  the  sight  of  thine  eyes  which  thou  shalt  see. 

2  Ch.  24:  20  And  the  Spirit  of  God  came  upon  Zechari^h 
the  son  of  Jehoiada  the  priest,  which  stood  above  the  people, 
and  said  unto  them,  Thus  saith  God,  Why  transgress  ye  the 
commandments  of  the  Lord,  that  ye  cannot  prosper  ?  because 
ye  have  forsaken  the  Lord,  he  hath  also  forsaten  you.  21 
And  they  conspired  against  him,  and  stoned  him  with  stones  at 
the  commandment  of  the  king,  in  the  court  of  the  house  of  the 
Lord.  22  Thus  Joash  the  king  remembered  not  the  kindness 
which  Jahoiada  his  father  had  done  to  him,  but  slew  his  son. 
And  when  he  died,  he  said,  The  Lord  look  upon  it,  and  I'e- 
quire  it.  23  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  the  year,  that 
the  host  of  Syria  came  up  against  him:  and  they  came  ta 
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Jiidali  and  Jerusalem,  and  destroyed  all  the  princes  of  the 
people  from  among  the  people,  and  sent  all  the  spoil  cf  them 
unto  the  king  of  Damascus.  24  For  the  army  of  the  Syrians 
came  with  a  small  company  of  men,  and  the  Lord  delivered  a 
very  great  host  into  their  hand,  because  they  had  forsaken  the 
Lord  God  of  their  fathers.  So  they  executed  judgment 
against  Joash. 

Neh.  9:  25  They  took  strong  cities,  and  a  fat  land,  and  pos- 
sessed houses  full  of  all  goods,  wells  digged,  vineyards  and  olive- 
yards,  and  fruit-trees  in  abundance :  so  they  did  eat,  and  were 
filled,  and  became  fat,  and  deh'ghled  themselves  in  thy  great 
goodness.  26  Nevertheless,  they  were  disobedient,  and  re- 
belled against  thee,  and  cast  thy  law  behind  their  backs,  and 
slew  thy  prophets  which  testified  against  them  to  turn  them  to 
thee,  and  they  wrought  great  provocations.  27  Therefore  thou 
deliveredst  them  into  the  hand  of  their  enemies,  who  vexed 
them :  and  in  the  time  of  their  trouble,  when  they  cried  unto 
thee,  thou  heardest  them  from  heaven ;  and  according  to  thy 
manifold  mercies  thou  gavest  -them  saviours,  who  saved  them 
out  of  the  hand  of  their  enemies.  28  But  after  they  had  rest, 
they  did  evil  again  before  thee :  therefore  leftest  thou  them  in 
the  hand  of  their  enemies,  so  that  they  had  the  dominion  over 
them :  yet  when  they  returned  and  cried  unto  thee,  thou  heard- 
est them  from  heaven ;  and  many  times  didst  thou  deliver  them 
according  to  thy  mercies :  29  And  testifiedst  against  them,  that 
thou  mightest  bring  them  again  unto  thy  law :  yet  they  dealt 
proudly,  and  hearkened  not  unto  thy  commandments,  but 
sinned  against  thy  judgments,  (which  if  a  man  do,  he  shall  live 
in  them ;)  and  withdrew  the  shoulder,  and  hardened  their  neck, 
and  would  not  hear.  30  Yet  many  years  didst  thou  forbear 
them,  and  testifiedst  against  them  by  thy  Spirit  in  thy  pro- 
phets :  yet  would  they  not  give  ear :  therefore  gavest  thou 
them  into  the  hand  of  the  people  of  the  lands. 

•  Jer.  44:  6  My  fury  and  mine  anger  was  poured  forth,  and 
was  kindled  in  the  cities  of  Judah  and  in  the  streets  of  Jerusa- 
lem ;  and  they  are  wasted  and  desolate,  as  at  this  day.  7  There- 
fore now  thus  saith  the  Lord,  the  God  of  hosts,  the  God  of 
Israel ;  Wherefore  commit  ye.  this  great  evil  against  your 
souls,  to  cut  off  from  you  man  and  woman,  child  and  suckling, 
out  of  Judah,  to  leave?  you  none  to  remain :  8  In  that  ye  pro- 
voke me  unto  wrath  with  the  works  of  your  hands,  burning  in- 
cense unto  other  gods  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  whither  ye  be  gone 
to  dwell,  that  ye  might  cut  yourselves  off,  and  that  ye  might 

be  a  curse  and  a  reproach  among  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  ? 

9  Have  je  forgotten  the  mcte^'ea^s  of  your  fathers,  and  the 
8i0 
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wickedness  of  the  kings  of  Judah,  and  the  wickedness  of  their 
wives,  and  your  own  wickedness,  and  the  wickedness  of  your 
wives,  which  they  have  committed  in  the  land  of  Judah,  and 
in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem  ?  10  They  are  not  humbled  even 
unto  this  day,  neither  have  they  feare^  nor  walked  in  my  law, 
nor  in  my  statutes,  that  I  set  before  you  and  before  your 
fathers.  11  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God 
of  Israel ;  Behold,  I  will  set  my  &ce  against  you  for  evil,  and 
to  cut  off  all  Judah. 

Ezk.  39:  23  The  heathen  shall  know  that  the  house  of  Israel 
went  into  captivity  for  their  iniquity :  because  they  trespassed 
against  me,  therefore  hid  I  my  face  from  them,  and  gave  them 
into  the  hand  of  their  enemies :  so  fell  they  all  by  the  sword. 
[Lev.  26:  14—39.  Dt.  28r  15—67.  Neh.  9:  27—30.  Jer. 
25:  8—14,  and  44:  6—11.]

10  When  I 
wept,  and  chastened  my  soul  with  fasting,  that  was  to  my 
reproach.  19  Thou  hast  known  my  reproach,  and  my  shame, 
and  my  dishonor:  mine  adversaries  are  all  before  thee.  20 
Reproach  hath  broken  my  heart ;  and  I  am  full  of  heaviness : 
and  I  looked  for  some  to  take  pity,  but  there  was  none ;  and 
for  comforters,  but  I  found  none.  —  79:  4  We  are  become  a 
reproach  to  our  neighbors,  a  scorn  and  derision  to  them  that 
are  round  about  us.  —  89:  50  Remember,  Lord,  the  reproach 
of  thy  servants ;  how  I  do  bear  in  my  bosom  the  reproach  of 
all  the  mighty  people ;  51  Wherewith  thine  enemies  have 
reproached,  O  Lord  ;  wherewith  they  have  reproached  the 
footsteps  of  thine  anointed.

and  he  shall  be  diverse  from  the  first,  and  he  shall  subdue  three 
kings.     25  And  he  shall  speak  great  words  against  the  Most 
High,  and  shall  wear  out  the  saints  of  the   Most   High,  and 
think  to  change  times  and  laws :  and  they  shall  be  given  into 
his  hand  until  a  time  and  times  and  the  dividing  of  time.     2f 
But  the  judgment  shall  sit,  and  they  shall  take  away  his  domin 
ion  to  consume  and  to  destory  it  \mto  the  end.

2  Th.  2: 3  Let  no  man  deceive  you  by  any  means :  for  thai

— 17:  1  There  came  one  of  the 
seven  angels  which  had  the  seven  vials,  and  talked  with  me, 
saying  unto  me,  Come  hither ;  I  will  shew  unto  thee  the  judg- 
ment of  the  great  whore  that  sitteth  upon  many  waters ;  2 
With  whom  the  kings  of  the  earth  have  committed  fornication, 
and  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  have  been  made  drunk  with 
the  wine  of  her  fornication.  3  So  he  carried  me  away  in  the 
spirit  into  the  wilderness :  and  I  saw  a  woman  sit  upon  a 
scarlet-colored  beast,  full  of  names  of  blasphemy,  having  seven 
heads  and  ten  horns.

give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many. 

Ac.  8:  14  When  the  apostles  which  were  at  Jerusalem 
heai'd  that  Samaria  had  received  the  word  of  God,  they 
sent  unto  them  Peter  and  John:  15  Who,  when  they  were 
come  down,  prayed  for  them  that  they  might  receive  the  Holy 
Ghost.

— 19:1  After  these  things  I  heard  a  great  voice 
of  much  people  in  heaven,  saying.  Alleluia:  Salvation,  and 
glory,  and  honor,  and  power,  unto  the  Lord  our  God :  2  For 
tnie  and  righteous  are  his  judgments :  for  he  hath  judged  the 
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great  whore,  which  did  corrupt  the  earth  with  her  fornication, 
and  hath  avenged  the  blood  of  his  servants  at  her  hand.  3  And 
again  they  said,  AUeluia.  And  her  smoke  rose  up  for  ever  and 
ever.

Dt  10:  18  He  doth  execute  the  judgment  of  the  fatherless 
and  widow,  and  loveth  the  stranger,  in  giving  him  food  and 
raiment. 

*  Job  5:  15  He  saveth  the  poor  from  the  sword,  from  their 
mouth,  and  from  the  hacl  of  the  mighty.  1 6  So  the  poor  hath 
hope,  and  iniquity  stoppeth  her  mouth. 

Ps.  10: 14  Thou  hast  seen  it ;  for  thou  beholdest  mischief  and 
spite,  to  requite  it  with  thy  hand :  the  poor  committeth  himself 
unto  thee ;  thou  art  the  helper  of  the  fatherless.  17  Lord, 
thou  hast  heard  the  desire  of  the  humble :  thou  wilt  prepare 
their  heart,  thou  wilt  cause  thine  ear  to  hear :  18  To  judge  the 
fatherless  and  the  oppressed,  that  the  man  of  the  earth  may 
no  more  oppress.  —  72:  12  He  shall  deliver  the  needy  when  he 
crieth:  the  poor  also,  and  him  that  hath  no  helper.  13  He 
shall  spare  the  poor  and  needy,  and  shall  save  the  souls  of  the 
needy.  14  He  shall  redeem  their  soul  from  deceit  and  vio- 
lence: and  precious  shall  their  blood  be  in  his  sight. — 102:  17 
He  will  regard  the  prayer  of  the  destitute,  and  not  despise  their 
prayer.  — 140: 12  I  know  that  the  Lord  will  maintain  the  cause 
the  afflicted,  and  the  right  of  t\i^  i^oor. — 146:  9  The  Lord 
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preserveth  the  strangers;    he  relieveth  the   fatherless   and 
widow :  but  the  way  of  the  wicked  he  tumeth  upside  down.

523.  Oppression  of  the  poor  forbidden  —  Threats. 

Ex.  22:  21  Thou  shalt  neither  vex  a  stranger,  nor  oppress 
him :  for  ye  were  strangers  in  the  land  of  Egypt.  22  Ye  shall 
not  afflict  any  widow,  or  fatherless  child. 

Ps.  12:  5  For  the  oppression  of  the  poor,  for  the  sighing  of 
the  needy,  now  will  I  arise,  saith  the  Lord  ;  I  will  set  him  in 
safety /rom  him  that  puflfeth  at  him.  —  72:  4  He  shall  judge  the 
poor  of  the  people,  he  shall  save  the  children  of  the  needy,  and 
shall  bre^  in  pieces  the  oppressor.

22  Rob  not  the  poor, 
because  he  is  poor :  neither  oppress  the  afflicted  in  the  gate.  — 
23:  10  Remove  not  the  old  landmark;  and  enter  not  into  the 
fields  of  the  fatherless.

and  that  they  may  rob  the  fatherless !  3  And  what  will  ye  do 
in  the  day  of  visitation,  and  in  the  desolation  which  shall  come 
from  far  ?  to  whom  will  ye  flee  for  help  ?  and  where  will  ye 
leave  your  glory  ? 

Am.  8:  4  Hear  this,  O  ye  that  swallow  up  the  needy,  even 
to  make  the  poor  of  the  land  to  fail,  5  Saying,  When  will  the 
new-moon  be  gone,  that  we  may  sell  com  ?  and  the  sabbath, 
that  we  may  set  forth  wheat,  making  the  ephah  small,  and  the 
shekel  great,  and  falsifying  the  balances  by  deceit  ?  6  That 
we  may  buy  the  poor  for  silver,  and  the  needy  for  a  pair  of 
shoes ;  yea,  and  sell  the  refuse  of  the  wheat.  7  The  Lord 
hath  sworn  by  the  excellency  of  Jacob,  Surely  I  will  never 
forget  any  of  their  works. 

Slal.  3:  5  I  will  come  near  to  you  to  judgment :  and  I  will 
be  a  swift  witness  against  the  sorcerers,  and  against  the  adul- 
terers, and  against  false  swearers,  and  against  those  that  op- 
press the  hireling  in  his  wages,  the  widow,  and  the  fatherless, 
and  that  turn  aside  the  stranger  from  his  right  and  fear  not 
me,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.     [See  490,  679.^ 
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Poor  subjects  of  divine  grace  —  A  contrast — Duty  to  aid  the  poor. 
624.  The  poor  often  distinguished  by  God's  special  grace. 

Lk.  1:  52  He  hath  put  down  the  mighty  from  their  seats, 
and  exalted  them  of  low  degree.

1:  26  Ye  see  your  calling,  brethren,  how  that  not 
many  wise  men  after  the  flesh,  not  many  mighty,  not  many 
noble  are  called:  27  But  God  hath  chosen  the  foolish  things 
of  the  world  to  confound  the  wise ;  and  God  hath  chosen  the 
weak  things  of  the  world  to  confound  the  things  ivhich  are 
niighty ;  28  And  base  things  of  the  world,  and  things  which 
are  despised,  hath  God  chosen,  yea,  and  things  which  are  not, 
to  bring  to  nought  things  that  are.  29  That  no  flesh  should 
glory  in  his  presence. 

Jam.  2:  5  Hearken,  my  beloved  brethren.  Hath  not  God 
chosen  the  poor  of  this  world  rich  in  faith,  and  heirs  of  the 
kingdom  which  he  hath  promised  to  them  that  love  him  ?

19  Having  therefore,  brethren,  boldness  to  enter 
into  the  holiest  by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  20  By  a  new  and  living 
way,  which  he  hath  conseci*ated  for  us,  through  the  vail,  that  is 
to  say,  his  flesh.

578.  Efficacy  of  the  atonement,  or  "  the  Lord  our  righteousness,^^ 

Is.  53:  6  The  Lord  hath  laid  on  hun  the  iniquity  of  us  alL 

Jer.  23:  6  In  his  days  Judah  shall  he  saved,  and  Israel  shall 
dwell  safely :  and  this  is  his  name  whereby  he  shall  be  called, 
THE  LORD  OUE  RIGHTEOUSNESS. 

Dan.  9:  24  Seventy  weeks  are  determined  upon  thy  people 
and  upon  thy  holy  city,  to  finish  the  transgression,  and  to  make 
an  end  of  sins,  and  to  make  reconciliation  for  iniquity,  and  to 
bring  in  everlasting  righteousness,  and  to  seal  up  the  vision  and 
prophecy,  and  to  anoint  the  Most  Holy. 

Jn.  3:  17  Grod  sent  not  his  Son  into  the  world  to  condemn 
the  world,  but  that  the  world  through  him  might  be  saved.  -— 
6:  51  I  am  the  living  bread  which  came  down  from  heaven : 
if  any  man  eat  of  this  bread,  he  shall  live  for  ever :  and  the 
bread  that  I  will  give  is  my  flesh,  which  I  will  give  for  the  life 
of  the  world.  55  My  flesh  is  meat  indeed,  and  my  blood  is 
drink  indeed.  —  1 0:  9  I  am  the  door :  by  me  if  any  man  enter 
in,  he  shall  be  saved. 

Rom.  1: 16  I  am  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Christ:  for 
it  is  the  power  of  Grod  unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  believ- 
eth ;  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the  Greek.  17  For  therein 
is  the  righteousness  of  Gk)d  revealed  from  faith  to  faith :  as  it 
is  written.  The  just  shall  live  by  faith.  —  3:  21  But  now  the 
righteousness  of  Grod  without  the  law  is  manifested,  being 
witnessed  by  the  law  and  the  prophets ;  22  Even  the  right- 
eousness of  God,  which  is  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  unto  all,  and 
upon  all  them  that  believe ;  for  there  is  no  difference.  —  5:  10 
If  when  we  were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled  to  God  by  the 
death  of  his  Son ;  much  more,  being  reconciled,  we  shall  be 
saved  by  his  life.  11  And  not  only  so,  but  we  also  joy  in  Grod, 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  we  have  now  received 
the  atonement.  15  Not  as  the  offence,  so  also  is  the  free  gifl. 
For  if  through  the  offence  of  one  many  be  dead,  much  more 
the  grace  of  God,  and  the  gift  by  grace,  which  is  by  one  man. 
Jesus  Christ,  hath  abounded  unto  nuiny.  16  And  not  as  it 
was  by  one  that  sinned,  so  is  the  gift.  For  the  judgment  was 
by  one  to  condenmation,  but  the  free  gift  is  of  many  offences 
unto  justification.  17  For  if  by  one  man's  offence  death 
reigned  by  one ;  much  more  they  which  receive  abundance  of 
grace,  and  of  the  gift  of  righteousness,  shall  reign  in  life  by 
one,  Jesus  Christ  18  Therefore,  as  by  the  offence  of  one 
judgment  came  upon  all  men  to  condemnation,  even  so  by  the 
righteousness  of  one  the  free  gift  came  upon  all  men  unto  justi- 
fication of  life.     19  For  as  by  one  man's  disobedience  many 
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were  made  sinners,  so  by  the  obedience  of  one  shall  many  be 
made  righteous.  20  Moreover  the  law  entered,  that  the  ofienoe 
might  abound.  Eut  where  sin  abounded,  grace  did  much  more 
abound :  21  That  as  sin  hath  reigned  unto  death,  even  so  might 
grace  reign  through  righteousness  unto  eternal  life,  by  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  — 10:  3  They,  being  ignorant  of  Grod's  right- 
eousness, and  going  about  to  establish  their  own  righteousness, 
have  not  submitted  themselves  unto  the  righteousness  of  Grod. 
4  For  Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law  for  righteousness  to  every 
one  that  believeth. 

Ep.  5:  2  Walk  in  love,  as  Christ  also  hath  loved  us,  and 
hath  given  himself  for  us  an  offering  and  a  sacrifice  to  Grod  for 
a  sweet-smelling  savor. 

Ph.  3:  9  And  be  found  in  him,  not  having  mine  own  right- 
eousness, which  is  of  the  law,  but  that  which  is  through  the 
faith  of  Christ,  the  righteousness  which  is  of  Grod  by  faith. 

1  Jn.  4:  9  In  this  was  manifested  the  love  of  God  toward  us, 
because  that  Grod  sent  his  only-begotten  Son  into  the  world, 
that  we  might  live  through  him.  10  Herein  is  love,  not  that 
we  loved  Grod,  but  that  he  loved  us,  and  sent  his  Son  to  he  the 
propitiation  for  our  sins.     [1  Jn.  3:  5.]

person  ?  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts. 

Heb.  7:  26  Such  a  high  priest  became  us,  who  is  holy,  harm- 
less, undefiled,  separate  from  sinners,  and  made  higher  than 
the  heavens ;  27  Who  needeth  not  daily,  as  those  high  priests, 
to  offer  up  sacrifice,  first  for  his  own  sins,  and  then  for  the 
people's :  for  this  he  did  once,  when  he  offered  up  himself. 

1  Pet  1:  19  With  the  precious  blood  of  Chris^  as  of  a  lamb 
without  blemish  and  without  spot

God  in  whose  hand  thy  breath  is,  and  whose  are  all  thy  ways, 
hast  thou  not  glorified.  24  Then  was  the  part  of  the  hand 
sent  from  him  ;  and  this  writing  was  written.

617.  General  resurrection  of  the  dead. 

Job  19:  26  Though  after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this  body, 
yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God. 

Hos.  16:  14  I  will  ransom  them  from  the  power  of  the 
grave;  I  will  redeem  them  from  death:  O  death,  I  will  be  thy 
plagues,  O  grave,  I  will  be  thy  destruction. 

Lk.  20:  37  That  the  dead  are  raised,  even  Moses  shewed  at 
the  bush,  when  he  calleth  the  Lord  the  Grod  of  Abraham,  and 
the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  Grod  of  Jacob.  38  For  he  is  not  a 
Grod  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living. 

Jn.  5:  28  Marvel  not  at  this :  for  the  hour  is  coming,  in  the 
which  all  that  are  in  the  graves  shall  hear  his  voice,  29  And 
shall  come  forth.  —  6:  40  This  is  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me, 
that  every  one  which  seeth  the  Son,  and  believeth  on  him,  may 
have  everlasting  life :  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day. 
— 11:  23  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Thy  brother  shall  rise  again. 
24  Martha  saith  unto  him,  I  know  that  he  shall  rise  again  in 
the  resurrection  at  the  last  day. 

Ac.  4:  1  As  they  spake  unto  the  people,  the  priests,  and  the 
captain  of  the  temple,  and  the  Sadducees  came  upon  them, 
2  Being  grieved  that  they  taught  the  people,  and  preached 
through  Jesus  the  resurrection  from  the  dead.  —  24:  15  And 
have  hope  toward  God,  which  they  themselves  also  allow,  that 
there  shall  be  a  resurrection  of  tlie  dead  both  of  the  just  and 
unjust.  —  26:  8  Why  should  it  be  thought  a  thing  incredible 
with  you,  that  God  should  raise  the  dead  ? 

Rom.  6:  8  If  we  be  dead  with  Christ,  we  believe  that  we 
shall  also  live  with  him :  9  Kaowing  that  Christ,  being  raised 
from  the  dead,  dieth  no  more ;  death  hath  no  more  dominion 
over  him.  —  8:  23  And  not  only  theg,  but  ourselves  also,  which

within  ourselves,  waiting  for  the  adoption,  to  wit,  the  redemp- 
tion of  our  body.

— 15:  21  Since  by  man 
came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  22 
For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made 
alive.     [See  the  whole  chapter.] 

2  Cor.  4:  14  Knowing,  that  he  which  raised  up  the  Lord 
Jesus,  shall  raise  up  us  also  by  Jesus,  and  shall  present  us  with 
you. 

1  Th.  4:  16  The  Lord  himself  shall  descend  from  heaven 
with  a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and  with  the 
trump  of  God :  and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  first :  17  Then 
we  which  are  alive  and  remain  shall  be  caught  up  together 
with  them  in  the  clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air :  and  so 
shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord. 

618.     The  dead  raised  with  incorruptible  bodies. 

1  Cor.  15:  35  Some  man  will  say,  How  are  the  dead  raised 
up  ?  and  with  what  body  do  they  come?  36  Thou  fool,  that 
which  thou  sowest  is  not  quickened  except  it  die  :  37  And  that 
which  thou  sowest,  thou  sowest  not  that  body  that  shall  be.  42 
So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  corrup- 
tion, it  is  raised  in  incorruption :  43  It  is  sown  in  dishonor,  it 
is  raised  in  glory :  it  is  sown  in  weakness,  it  is  raised  in  power: 
44  It  is  sown  a  natural  body,  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body. 
There  is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual  body.  50 
Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood  cannot  inherit 
the  kingdom  of  God ;  neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incorrup- 
tion. 52  In  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last 
trump :  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be 
raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be  changed.  53  For  this 
corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put 
on  immortality.  54  So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put 
on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortal- 
ity, then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written, 
Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory. 

2  Cor.  5:  2  In  this  we  groan,  earnestly  desiring  to  be 
clothed  upon  with  our  house  which  is  from  heaven :  3  If  so  be 
that  being  clothed  we  shall  not  be  found  naked.  4  For  we 
that  are  in  this  tabernacle  do  groan,  being  burdened :  not  for 
that  we  would  be  unclothed,  but  clothed  upon,  that  mortality 
might  be  swallowed  up  of  life. 

Ph.  3:  20  Our  conversation  is  in  heaven ;  from  whence  also 
we  look  for  the  Savior,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ:  21  "Who  shall 
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change  our  vile  body,  that  it  may  be  fashioned  like  unto  hia 
glorious  body,  according  to  the  working  whereby  he  is  able 
even  to  subdue  all  things  unto  himself

619.  Ancient  mivals  of  religion, 

Gren.  4:  26  To  Seth,  to  him  also  there  was  bom  a  son ;  and 
he  called  his  name  Enos :  then  began  men  to  call  upon  the 
name  of  the  Lord. 

1  EL  18:  38  Then  the  fire  of  the  Lord  fell,  and  consumed 
the  burnt-sacrifice,  and  the  wood,  and  the  stones,  and  the  dust, 
and  licked  up  the  water  that  was  in  the  trench.  39  And  when 

.  all  the  people  saw  tV,  they  fell  on  their  faces :  and  they  said, 
The  Lord,  he  is  the  God ;  the  Lord,  he  is  the  God. 

2  K.  23:  3  The  king  [Josiah]  stood  by  a  pillar,  and  made  a 
covenant  before  the  Lord,  to  walk  after  the  Lord,  and  to 
keep  his  commandments,  and  his  testimonies,  and  his  statutes, 
with  all  their  heart,  and  all  their  soul,  to  perform  the  words  of 
this  covenant  that  were  written  in  this  book.  And  all  the 
people  stood  to  the  covenant.  21  The  king  commanded  all 
the  people,  saying.  Keep  the  passover  unto  the  Lord  your 
God,  as  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  this  covenant.  22  Surely 
there  was  not  holden  such  a  passover  from  the  days  of  the 
judges  that  judged  Israel,  nor  in  all  the  days  of  the  kings  of 
Israel,  nor  of  the  kings  of  Judah. 

2  Ch.  30:  11  Divers  of  Asher  and  Manasseh  and  of  Zebulun 
humbled  themselves,  and  came  to  Jerusalem.  12  Also  in 
Judah  the  hand  of  God  was  to  give  them  one  heart  to  do  the 
commandment  of  the  king  [Hezekiah]  and  of  the  princes,  by 
the  word  of  the  Lord.

of  Israel  (here  was  not  the  like  in  Jerusalem.     27  Then  the 
priests  the  Levites  arose  an^  Wes^eiV  \V\^.  \\co|jle :  and  their 
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^oice  was  heard,  and  their  prayer  came  up  to  his  holy  dwelling- 
place,  even  unto  heaven. 

Neh.  8:  2  Ezra  the  priest  brought  the  law  before  the  con- 
gregation both  of  men  and  women,  and  all  that  could  hear  with 
understanding,  upon  the  first  day  of  the  seventh  month.  3 
And  he  read  therein  before  the  street  that  was  before  the 
water-gate  from  the  morning  until  mid-day,  before  the  men 
and  the  women,  and  those  that  could  understand ;  and  the  ears 
of  all  the  people  were  attentive  unto  the  book  of  the  law.  G 
And  Ezra  blessed  the  Lord,  the  great  God.  And  all  the 
people  answered,  Amen,  Amen,  with  lifting  up  their  hands : 
and  they  bowed  their  heads,  and  worshipped  the  Lord  with 
(heir  faces  to  the  ground.  9  And  Nehemiah,  which  is  the 
Tirshatha,  and  Ezra  the  priest  the  scribe,  and  the  Levites  that 
taught  the  people,  said  unto  all  the  people,  This  day  is  holy 
unto  the  Lord  your  Grod;  mourn  not,  nor\weep.  For  all  the 
people  wept,  when  they  heard  the  words  of  the  law. 

Jer.  2:  2  Gro,  and  cry  in  the  ears  of  Jerusalem,  saying,  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  ;  I  remember  thee,  the  kindness  of  thy  youth, 
the  love  of  thine  espousals,  when  thou  wentest  after  me  in  the 
wilderness,  in  a  land  that  was  not  sown.  3  Israel  was  holiness 
anto  the  Lord,  and  the  first-fi-uits  of  his  increase. 

Ac  2:  41  Then  they  that  gladly  received  his  word,  were 
baptized :  and  the  same  day  there  were  added  unto  them  about 
three  thousand  souls.  42  And  they  continued  steadfastly  in 
the  apostles'  doctrine  and  fellowship,  and  in  breaking  of  bread, 
and  in  prayers.  43  And  fear  came  upon  every  soul :  and  many 
wonders  and  signs  were  done  by  the  apostles.  —  4:4  Many 
of  them  which  heard  the  word,  beheved,  and  the  number  of  the 
men  was  about  five  thousand.

— 11:  19  They  which  were  scattered  abroad  upon  the  perse- 
cution that  arose  about  Stephen,  travelled  as  far  as  Phenice, 
and  Cyprus,  and  Antioch,  preaching  the  word  to  none  but  unto 
the  Jews  only.  20  And  some  of  them  were  men  of  Cyprus 
and  Cyrene,  which  when  they  were  come  to  Antioch,  spake 
unto  the  Grecians,  preaching  thp  Jf^ord  Jesus.  21  And  the 
hand  of  the  Lord  was  with  theni :  and  a  great  number  believed, 
and  turned  untp  the  l^ord.    22  Then  tidings  of  these  things 
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came  unto  the  ears  of  the  church  which  was  in  Jerusalem :  and 
they  sent  forth  Barnabas,  that  he  should  go  as  far  as  Antioch. 
23  Who,  when  he  came,  and  had  seen  the  grace  of  Grod,  was 
glad,  and  exhorted  them  all,  that  with  purpose  of  heart  they 
would  cleave  unto  the  Lord.  24  For  he  was  a  good  man,  and 
full  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  of  faith :  and  mudi  people  was 
added  unto  the  Lord. — 14: 1  It  came  to  pass  in  Iconium,  tliat 
they  went  both  together  into  the  synagogue  of  the  Jews,  and  so 
spake,  that  a  great  multitude,  both  of  the  Jews,  and  also  of  the 
Greeks,  believed.

Ps.  72:  6  He  shall  come  down  like  rain  upon  the  mown 
grass :  as  showers  thai  water  the  earth.

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which  were  written  in  the  book  that  Hilkiah  the  priest  fouod 
in  the  housB  of  the  Lord.  25  And  like  unto  him  was  there 
no  king  before  him,  that  turned  to  the  Lord  with  all  his  heart, 
and  with  all  his  soul,  and  with  all  his  might,  according  to  all  the 
law  of  Moses ;  neither  after  him  arose  there  any  like  him. 

2  Ch.  31:  5  As  soon  as  the  commandment  came  abroad,  the 
children  of  Israel  brought  in  abundance  the  first-fruits  of  com, 
wine,  and  oil,  and  honey,  and  of  all  the  increase  of  the  field ;

Ec.  1:  2  Vanity  of  vanities,  saith  the  Preacher,  vanity  of 
vanities ;  all  is  vanity.  14  1  have  seen  all  the  works  that  are 
done  mider  the  sun ;  and  behold,  all  is  vanity  and  vexation  of 
spirit.  —  2:  4  I  made  me  great  works ;  I  builded  me  houses ; 
I  planted  me  vineyards :  5  I  made  me  gardens  and  orchards, 
and  I  planted  trees  in  them  of  all  kind  of  fruits :  6  I  made

1 1  When  goods  increase,  tJ^y 
are  in(Teased  that  eat  them :  and  what  good  is  there  to  the 
ot7ners  thereof,  saving  the  beholding  of  them  with  their  eyes.

6:  3  Ye  that  put  far  away  the  evil  day,  and  cause  the 
seat  of  violence  to  come  near ;  4  That  lie  upon  beds  of  ivory, 
and  stretch  themselves  upon  their  couches,  and  eat  the  lambs 
out  of  the  flock,  and  the  calves  out  of  the  midst  of  the  stall ; 
5  That  chant  to  the  sound  of  the  viol,  and  invent  to  themselves 
instruments  of  music,  like  David ;  6  That  drink  wine  in  bowls, 
and  anoint  themselves  with  the  chief  ointments  :  but  they  are 
not  grieved  for  the  affliction  of  Joseph.  7  Therefore,  now  shall 
they  go  captive  with  the  first  that  go  captive,  and  the  banquet 
of  them  that  stretched  themselves  shall  be  removed. 

Eom.  6:  12  Let  not  sin  therefore  reign  in  your  mortal  body, 
that  ye  should  obey  it  in  the  lusts  thereof. — 13: 13  Let  us  walk 
honestly,  as  in  the  day :  not  in  rioting  and  drunkenness,  not  in 
chambering  and  wantonness,  not  in  strife  and  envying.

17:  12  He  that  is  eight  days  old  shall  be  circumcised  among 
you,  every  man-child  in  your  generations,  he  that  is  bom  in  the 
house,  or  bought  with  money  of  any  stranger  which  ts  not  of 
thy  seed.  —  24:  2  Abraham  said  unto  his  eldest  servant  of  his 
house,  that  Tu\e^  o^ex  ;j\\  VW\.  Vve.  had^  Put,  I  pi'ay  thee,  thy 
hand  under  my  1\\\^-  ^  Kxv^\\V^  \wi^vi.  ^\^^  ^-nj^^^s^^  ^^y  ^ 
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Mosaic  laws,  etc. 

ho&D,  the  God  of  heaven,  and  the  God  of  the  earth,  that  thou 
fihalt  not  take  a  wife  unto  mj  son  of  the  daughters  of  the 
Canaanites  among  whom  I  dwell :  4  But  thou  shalt  go  unto 
my  country,  and  to  my  kindred,  and  take  a  wife  unto  my  son 
Isaac.  10  And  the  servant  took  ten  camels,  of  the  camels  of 
his  master,  and  departed ;  (for  all  the  goods  of  his  master  were 
in  his  hand,)  and  he  arose,  and  went  to  Mesopotamia,  unto  the 
city  of  Nahor. 

Job  31:  13  If  I  did  despise  the  cause  of  my  man-servant  or 
of  my  maid-servant,  when  they  contended  with  me;  14  What 
then  shall  I  do  when  God  riseth  up  ?  and  when  he  visiteth, 
what  shall  I  answer  him  ? 

677.  Hebrew  laws  and  usages  on  procuring^  holding^  and  releasing  servants, 
1.  Voluntary  servants,  and  service  for  life,  or  for  a  term,  and  laws  of  release. 

Ex.  21:  5  If  the  servant  shall  plainly  say,  I  love  my  master, 
my  wife,  and  my  children ;  I  will  not  go  out  free :  6  Then  his 
master  shall  bring  him  unto  the  judges :  he  shall  also  bring  him 
to  the  door,  or  unto  the  door-post ;  and  his  master  shall  bore 
his  ear  through  with  an  awl ;  and  he  shall  serve  him  for  ever. 

Lev.  25:  47  If  a  sojourner  or  a  stranger  wax  rich  by  thee, 
and  thy  brother  that  dweUeth  by  him  wax  poor,  and  sell  himself 
unto  the  stranger  or  sojourner  by  thee,  or  to  the  stock  of  the 
stranger's  family :  48  After  that  he  is  sold  he  may  be  redeemed 
again ;  one  of  his  brethren  may  redeem  him :  49  Either  his 
uncle,  or  his  uncle's  son  may  redeem  him,  or  any  that  is  nigh  of 
kin  unto  him  of  his  family  may  redeem  him ;  or  if  he  be  able, 
he  may  redeem  himself.  50  And  he  shall  reckon  with  him 
that  bought  him,  from  the  year  that  he  was  sold  to  him,  unto 
the  year  of  jubilee :  and  the  price  of  his  sale  shall  be  according 
unto  the  number  of  years,  according  to  the  time  of  an  hired 
snrvant  shall  it  be  with  liim.

21:  2  If  thou  huy  an  Hebrew  servant,  six  years  he  shall 
serve :  and  in  the  seventh  he  shall  go  out  free  for  nothing.  3 
If  he  came  in  by  himself,  he  shall  go  out  by  himself:  if  he  were 
married,  then  his  wife  shall  go  out  with  him.  4  If  his  master 
have  given  him  a  wife,  and  she  have  borne  him  sons  or  daugh- 
ters, the  wife  and  her  children  shall  be  her  master's,  and  he 
shall  go  out  by  himself. 

Lev.  25:  39  If  thy  brother  that  dweUeth  by  thee  be  waxen 
poor, and  be  sold  unto  thee;  thou  shalt  not  compel  him  U) 
serve  as  a  bond-servant:  40  Bvi  as  an  hired  servant,  €md 
as  a  sojourner  he  shall  be  with  thee,  and  shall  serve  thee  unto 
the  year  of  jubilee :  41  And  then  shall  he  depart  from  thee, 
both  he  and  his  children  with  him,  and  shall  return  unto  his 
own  family,  and  unto  the  possession  of  his  fathers  shall  he  re- 
turn. 42  For  they  are  my  servants  which  I  brought  forth  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt ;  they  shall  not  be  sold  as  bond-men. 
43  Thou  shalt  not  rule  over  him  with  rigor,  but  shalt  fear  thy

15  And  thou  shalt  remember  that  thoa 
wast  a  bond-man  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  the  Lord  thy  God 
redeemed  thee :  therefore  I  command  thee  this  thing  to-day.

2  K.  4: 1  There  cried  a  certain  -woman  of  the  wives  of  the 
sons  of  the  prophets  unto  Elisha,  saying,  Thy  servant  my  hus- 
band is  dead  ;  and  thou  knowest  that  thy  servant  did  fear  the 
Lord  :  and  the  creditor  is  come  to  take  unto  him  my  two  soos 
to  be  bond-men. 

Neh.  5:  2  There  were  that  said,  We,  our  sons,  and  our 
daughters,  am  many :  therefore  we  take  up  com  Jhr  them  that 
we  may  eat,  aivd  Y\\^.  ^  0\«  ^^sh  is  as  the  flesh  of  our 
brethi\jn,  our  c\\Mt^xv  ^  vXvcsvt  OcaV^^xv*.  ^W^^^^  Vicuur  into 
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bondage  our  sons  and  our  daughters  to  be  servants,  and  some 
of  our  daughters  are  brought  into  bondage  already:  neither  is 
it  in  our  power  to  redeem  them  ;  for  other  men  have  Qur  lands 
and  vineyards. 

3.  Permanent  servants  were  of  the  heathen,  or  of  strangers,  and  not  Hebrews 

Lev.  25:  44  Both  thj  bond-men,  and  thj  bond-maids,  which 
thou  shalt  have,  shall  he  of  the  heathen  that  are  round  about 
you;  of  them  shall  ye  buy  bond-men  and  bond-nudds.  45 
Moreover,  of  the  children  of  the  strangers  that  do  sojourn 
among  you,  of  them  shall  ye  buy,  and  of  their  families  that 
are  with  you,  which  they  begat  in  your  land :  and  they  shall 
be  your  possession.  46  And  ye  shall  take  them  as  an  inherit- 
ance for  your  children  after  you,  to  inherit  them  for  a  posses- 
sion, they  shall  be  your  bond-men  for  ever:  but  over  your 
brethren  the  children  of  Israel,  ye  shall  not  rule  one  over 
another  with  rigor. 

678.  Momic  penaky  far  maiming  servants. 

Ex.  21: 20  If  a  man  smite  his  servant,  or  his  maid,  with  a 
rod,  and  he  die  under  his  hand ;  he  shall  be  surely  punished.

23: 15  Thou  shalt  not  deliver  unto  his  master  the  ser- 
vant which  has  escaped  from  his  master  unto  thee :  16  He  shall 
dwell  with  thee,  even  among  you  in  that  place  which  he  shall 
choose  in  one  of  thy  gates  where  it  liketh  him  best :  thou  shalt 
not  oppress  him. -^24:14  Thou  shalt  not  oppress  a  hired 
servant  that  is  poor  and  needy,  whether  he  he  of  thy  brethren, 
or  of  thy  strangers  that  are  in  thy  land  within  thy  gates :  15 
At  his  day  thou  shalt  give  him  his  hire,  neither  shall  the 
sun  go  down  upon  it,  for  he  is  poor,  and  setteth  his  heart 
upon  it :  lest  he  cry  against  thee  unto  the  Lord,  and  it  be  sin 
unto  thee. 

Jcr.  22:  13  Wo  unto  him  that  buildeth  his  house  by  un- 
righteousness, and  his  chambers  by  wrong;  that  useth  his 
neighbor's  service  without  wages,  and  giveth  him  not  for  his

Col.  4:  1  Masters,  give  unto  your  servants  tliat  which  is  just 
And  coual*  knowing  that  ye  also  have  a  Master  in  heaven.

Ep.  6:  5  Servants,  be  obedient  to  them  that  are  your  mas- 
ters according  to  the  flesh,  with  fear  and  trembling,  in  single- 
ness of  your  heart,  as  unto  Christ;  6  Not  with  eye-service, 
as  men-pleasers ;  but  as  the  servants  of  Christ,  doing  the 
will  of  Grod  from  the  heart ;  7  With  good  will  doing  service, 
as  to  the  Lord,  and  not  to  men :  8  Kowing  that  whatsoever 
good  thing  any  man  doeth,  the  same  shall  he  receive  of  the 
Lord,  whether  he  be  bond  or  free.
